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DETAILED ACTION 

The rejection under section 1 12, second paragraph is withdrawn since the PTO 
has added the missing claims. 

The rejection under section 103 is withdrawn in view of the amendments to Gi. 
In this regard, the recited references fail to teach or suggest compounds wherein d is 
(CH 2 )k wherein k is 1 to 3, and in view of the statement of common ownership. 

The double patenting rejection is withdrawn in view of the amendments to Gi. In 
this regard, the claims of the conflicting patents fail to recite or suggest compounds 
. wherein Gi is (CH 2 ) k wherein k is 1 to 3. 

The examiner notes that the method claims 47-60 are withdrawn, and will be 
rejoined upon allowance of product claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following isa quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 43-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

Claim 1, 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dobrev et 
al., Khimicheski Fakultet (1978), Volume Date 1975-1976, 70, Pt. 1, 201-7, CAS online 
abstract retrieved 16 April 2007 from STN, Columbus, OH, USA. 

Dobrev teaches the following compound that anticipates the rejected claims 
RCH2CONR1R2, see definitions in the rejected claims. See where NR1R2 is NMePh.
